A Little Inventory ; 


There are a few items on the civic enterprise inventory 
that might be toted up now and offered for comment. Read 


_ them, think them over, and offer your own opinion concern-. 


ing them—we’re happy to have anyone’s ideas concerning 
the items listed below—-and we’ll publish your comments. 


(A.): Breakwater—when completed. late this summer 


ewill provide an excellent area for fall smelt fishing and 


should prove a real attraction to visiting sportsmen. It will 
make the harbor a rendezvous of cruisers next summer if 
the proper promotional program is followed. The yachts 
won’t come if they don’t know about it. 

(B) Avalanche—in spite of its physical assets, the city’s 
ski area will not be successful unless the city puts someone 
in charge who will shoulder the responsibility of operating 
the slope, promote attendance, and get a reasonable return 
for their efforts. .Unless something is done soon; the city will 
face the possibility of spending a considerable sum in re- 
pairing the slope which is now eroding due to improper grad- 
ing and seeding. 


(C) Sewage Disposal Plant—By 1954 the city is slated to}! 


do something about the pollution of Lake Charlevoix. It will 
mean the floating of a bond issue, and a higher tab on water 
taxes. Whether we like it or not, we’ll have to face the in- 
evitable. There are no sewage.disposal plants in China, but 
who wants to live like the Chinese. 

(D.) Water and Sewer System—-Some areas of the city 
are still without running water or sewer service. This ties 
into the above item. Some alterations, and repair will be 
required in tying the system into the sewage disposal plant. 
More money! 

(E.) Hospital and Medical Facilities—More badly need- 
ed than parking meters. In the past year Frankfort, Kal- 
kaska, Gaylord; and Charlevoix, all cities with less popula- 
tion than Boyne City have completed or are about to launch 
building programs to provide their people with adequate 
diagnostic and treatment facilities. Local doctors work 
under a handicap. Without facilities. the ailing will go 
where they can get complete diagnostic facilities and inci- 
dentally take their spare spending money with them. Re- 


. peated pleas in this column to start some kind of a hospital 


fund in the community have created an uproar equivalent in 
volume to a feather landing on a down quilt.

Hand Glass Yield 
Clue to Fish Age 


Can you tell how long that big 
fish you hooked has outsmarted 
the other anglers? 

Only accurate method of aging 
your “prize” is by reading the 
scales, the conservation depart- 
ment notes. And the department 
points out that the fisherman can 
get a fair estimate by himself if 
he will equip his tackle box with 
an inexpensive 12x hand lens and 
a small piece of ordinary glass. 


Just above the lateral line of 
the fish, fairly well forward 
scrape cff several scales. Wash in 
water to remove mucus and slime. 
Place a scale on the glass. Dash 
a few drops of water on the glass 
and place it over rather strong 
sun or other light to get a good 
reflection.

The rings or circuli are laid 
down as long as the fish continues 
to grow. Rings tend to run to- 
gether in winter when fish growth 
is retarded or ceases completely. 
This branching and fusing creates 
a somewhat denser band. Pile-up 
of incomplete rings is called the 
annulus. Each annulus indicates 
one year of life. 

Count only the annuli, working 
from the center to the outer edge 
of the scale. You will come close 
to determining how many winters 
your fish has weathered. Compare 
the count with that taken from 
one or two of the other scales, for 
a possible regenerated scale will 
not tell the whole story. 

Most anything that would stop 
fish growth...spawning, disease 
or injury..... might cause difficulty 
in reading the annuli or true year- 
marks. Too, as fish get older the 
annuli are closer together .and 
reading is not as easy.

Fish Commission went into effect 
July 1. The Federation agreed to 
put up $5,500 for the warden ser- 
vice. The Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice will supervise the work.and 
cooperate with the State commis- 
sion in a biological study of the 
deer and its habitat. 

Beyond the coming year, thef 
fate of the Key deer remains 
highly uncertain. Testifying be- 
fore a Congressional Committee 
last June 24, wildlife experts 
agreed that warden protection 
alone cannot long save the species. 
Delicately fitted by nature for 
survival in the  semi-tropical, 
semi-aquatic habitat of the Keys, 
this unique animal cannot be sav- 
ed unless a portion of its natural 
environment is preserved. Its en- 
vironment has been shrinking be- 
fore the pressures of civilization— 
fire across the island, clearing for 
roads, and clearing for resort de- 
velopment. 


Key West, Fla—America’s tin- 
jest breed of deer, which for sev- 
eral years has hovered on the 
brink of extinction, has been 
granted another year of grace. 


If the diminutive deer of the 
Florida Keys could read the news- 
papers; they would thank thou- 
sands of individual citizens who 
seem determined that these inter- 
esting animals shall not pass from 
the scene. These were the citi- 
zens—sportsmen, members of wo- 
men’s clubs, boy scouts and others 
—who contributed last spring to a 
“Key deer fund” raised by the 
National Wildlife Federation. 


Enough money secured to pay 
the salary and expenses of a spec-’ 
ial game management agent for 
one year. It will be his job to pro- 
tect the Key deer from poachers, 
forest fires, dogs, and other haz- 
ards.

A novel trout-rearing box, de- 
signed to bring fish from the egg 
stage to the fry stage in natural 
habitat, is being tested at the con- 
servation department’s Hunt 
Creek and Pigeon River trout- 
rearing station. 

The plastic box is placed in a 
spawning bed of the stream with 
the eggs inside. A series of vents 
allows water to flow through the 
box and allows the young fry to 
escape after hatching. 

The inventor, Dr. Richard Vi- 
bert, inspector of the French de- 
partment of waters and forests, is 
inspecting Michigan fisheries pro- 
grams. He will be in the United 
States and Canada the remainder 
of the summer. 

Tests of the box by French au- 
thorities show a high efficiency in 
operation. Natural conditions for 
hatching mean the fry need make 
no adjustment from hatchery life 
to stream life. Also, the box is 
washed constantly in the stream, 
removing dead eggs which might 
otherwise contaminate living eggs.
